Wert* blowu down. The storm had driven 
many people into .the store* for refuge 
and they probably all were killed. 

There were 500 at work in the cotton 
mill* when the *t<»rm came. Hie mill 
wa* a three-story building. The roof 
of the city street car hark wa* blown 
off. The tornado struck the town in the 
«» mi therm portion. It came with a 
frightful roar and the day wa* turued- 
tnto night. A* pe<q»le fled fnan the stqru 
they were caught in the wind and bodily 
blown in all dimrtiocu. Buoie houses 
were tom into fragments, other* were 
lifted frmi their foundations and carried 
intact for quite a distance. Roof* Hail¬ 
ed like leave* in the air and several per¬ 
son* jrere carried over tbyee block* in H 
bouse by the wind. -
